Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University in an address op- 
ening & program of activities of two 
societies devoted to the study of Ital- 
ian culture. For hundreds of years, 
Rome meant the Catholic Church and 
the Catholic Church almost exclusive- 
lv. Her contributions to civilization 
as a nation have been colored, refined 
and guided by the activities of the 
Church.
